The 1922 season of the Blue 
Grass League is a thing of the past.

The Cynthia na 
team had also won twenty-four 
games and had lost eighteen games, 
thus leaving the Paris team and the 
Cynthiaua team tied for first place. 
The Mt. Sterling team, under the 
management of Preacher Hill and 
Hod Eller, an ex-shine ball artist of 
the Ctae^aaM Rods, who was act- 
ing as manager for the Mt. 5terUng 
team, -^lalmHl that they w<^r3 win- 
ners of the pennant. Eller strived 
to secure that position for his club 
through techujcalities and all€»ge>l 
lrregttlak'it!as of both the Paris xnd 
Cynthian.i tenmh, out upon investi- 
gation the records showed that thf: 
irregularities were not in the Cynthi- 
ana and Paris managruu., but in 
the management of the Mt. Sterling 
team, who had failed to itle con- 
tracts ^ipoa any player until the 29 
day of Aug.iPt, of this year. Also 
Potts Cie lir.s'. laseman .f the Mt. 
Sterllaj team, w-s by Ali. F«irre!l, 
deelar«»i an rv.:cw, and^all of the- 
games won l)y Mt. Ster'.in^, in 
which pjits jiln:. ed, were tnrcwn 
out aiivl n< 1 cvirted in *\w. final 
standing of the clubs. This elimin- 
ated Mt. Sterling from auy claims 
she had upon the pernarit. Eller 
also declared that Noble Ballou was 
an oi:ilaw and not eligible ro play 
upon ibe Paris team. However, Mr. 
Farrell, the Chairman and Secretary 
of the National Board of Arbitra- 
tion, disagreed with Eller, and said 
that the standing of Noble Ballou 
was O. K., and that Pari.-* was en- 
titled to the games in which he par- 
ticipated, thus leaving Cyi^thiana 
and Paris tied for first place. 

Then in order to settle the matter 
as to who uas the winner of the 
second half of the series, Jesac Mor- 
ton, the manager and owner of the 
Lexington club, volunteered the In- 
formation that he had defeated 
Cynthiana one game in which he 
used a pitcher without signing the 
pitcher to a contract. This being 
contrary to the rules of organised 
baseball, this game was taken from 
Cynthlana's losing column, leaving 
Cynthiana as winning twentf-four 
games and losing seventeen, thereby 
finishing the season one-half a game 
ahead of Paris. Mr. Morton, th-D 
manager and owner of the Lexingr 
ton team, voluteered this informa- 
tion, and for which confessed irreg- 
ularity he Is liable to a severe line. 
In addition to the fine, Manager 
Morton failed to complete the season 
with his club and forfeited several 
games to Winchester and Mt. Ster- 
ling. It is reported OB raltehla au- 
thority that hia failure to complete 
the seasoir and also his confessed 
irregularities In running his team 
will be the cause of Mr. Morton los- 
ing the franchise of tha Lexington 
club. No aiBtion has been taken 
upon this matter at the present, but 
the Directors of the Blue Grass 
League expect to act upon the same 
at some future date. 

At the final winding up of the 
season, Cynthiana was declared the 
winner of the second half by one- 
half a game over the Paris club, and 
is now playing oS a asrtos with 
Maysville. »

Kentucky to forgtag to ^e front 

as a grreat oil producing State. 
Some idea of the extent and devel- 
opment of the industry may be gain- 
ed from official figures of the output 
which showsd that iarlBir JtM 1,- 
700,000 barrels were yrodacod ia 
Kentucky wells. 

Practically in its infancy, oil pro- 
duction is steadily being developed 
in nearly every section of 'the State. 
The oil fields ao^ producing ia pay- 
fag quaatftles are not ooaflned to 
any one section, but extend from 
the Pennyrile to the Big Sandys 
This would seem to warrant the be- 
lief held by many that the whole 
Mate to a potaatlal oil fleld. 

Unlike coal, which pays no pro- 
ducing tax, oil pays a one-cent im- 
post on the barrel to the State tax 
fund and a half -cent on the barrel 
to the county ia which it is produc- 
ad. Th to kas asrrad to aagaiaat the 
eovaty refvenues, and has raised 
some of them from the so-called 
"pauper" class, a term commonly 
applied to a counfj' whose propor- 
tion of State tam does aot equal 
th^ aauwat rseolTed from the fStote 
lor court costs and other items. 

Many fortunes have been made in 
oil development in Kentucky during 
the past decade, and persons in or- 
'dinary circumstaaesa have hacome 
rieh over night. 

The oil boom, on the other land, 
caused a feverish speculation in oil 
stocks. Many of the wells existed 
only on paper, with the result that 
many "suckers" were fieeoad daring 
the ersaof ^ a U d eam ag.'* 

Oil production steadily is in- 
creasing, however, and daily ad- 
ding to the wealth and comaMTelal 
importance of Kentucky.

KING LOPS OFF

George of Great Britain Forced 
to Effect Economies in Ex- 
pense of HouMhoU. 



GUTS DOWN HIS RACING STUD 

In Spite of Rise in Cost of Living, the 
King Has Resolutely Declined to 
Ask NiUaN for Any In- 
In 



Loadoa.— King George has set yet 
another ezanqda which may advan- 
tageously be followed by th^maadi of 

his subjects. As a result of recent 
economies in the king's household, an 
annual saving of something like $50,- 
000 is being made. This is the re- 
salt of the special lavasdcstkm the 
king ordered soma BMNithi ago, when, 
in order to achieve economies In ac- 
cordance with the spirit of the time, 
he directed that the whole organiza- 
dea of the royal honsehold •should be 
overhanled. The work of reorga^niza- 
tlon at Buckingham palace, Windsor 
castle and other royal residences has 
been in progress ever since. Its com- 
pletion, widi the saving mentioned, is 
aatnrally a matter of satis£acti<m to 
the king, whose financial resources are 
probably much overestimated In the 
public mind. Moreover, the. economy 
has been secured without the efficient 
and effective administration of the 
royal h oo ach old being impaired ill the 
slightest. It has to be borne In mind 
that the amount of money granted by 
the house of commons annually for the 
maintenance of the crown and the 
royal hooseiiold remains at the same 
flgare as In 1914. 

Refuses to Ask Increase. 

I 

In spite of the geaeral rise la the 

cost of living and of all commodi- 
ties, the king has resolutely declined 
fo apply to the nation for any In- 
crease. Tliii^ has meant, inevitably, 
■that hm htm Iwd to draw haaTfly apon 
his private resources during the past 
eight years — to an extent that would 
cause considerable surprise could the 
figures be published. In his task of 
reducing expenses the king has been 
fortunate in bavinc tha assisTsnce of 
ao experleBced .and astute a financier 
as the veteran Viscount Farquhar, lord 
steward of the household. This is 
not the first instance in which Lord 
Farquhaf haa hasn called apon to 
act-ta tna eapd et ly. Ho sen ed King 
Edward In similar fashion after he 
came to the throne, when it was found 
that the entire royal household re- 
quired to be remodeled, and the many 
staecores 4hsit hit p»aa ap^^iaHng 
the later yean of flia vilga oC Qaeen 
Virtorfa rigorously aibolltaied. 
. Early In the present year Lord Far- 
quhar was able to submit a balance 
sheet showing how the money was 
being spsaded ia the royal house- 
hold aad where rsdnctkms might 
profitably be made without any loss 
of efficiency. This the king consid- 
ered for some days with very particu- 
lar care^ and in the end gave it his 
hsatty approval, and tlila woffc of re- 
organization at his various residences 
went forward. In the meantime his 
majesty decided It was necessary for 
him to retrench his personal expenses 
in every manner possible. Therefore 
he gava diiactioDs that his racing stud 
be cot down to a minimum and that 
no unnecessary expense was to be In- 
curred In connection with his stables. 
He decided, as a farther economy, 
that his famous old racing cutter Brit- 
rihoald aot he put taito 'commla* 
tfds year. This, however, had an 
effect upon which the king had not cal- 
culated. 

Britannia to Race Again. 
The withdrawal of the yacht from 
the races In which It was customary 
for it to take part In the past led to 
other owners of big yachts deciding 
to lay their boats up. An unfortunate 
Mow was thus 4ilt at the sport, and 
not a little unemployment was caused 
among those who had been accus- 
tfined to man these large racing 
craft. This aspect of the matter was 
brought to the aotlea of tha hing 
when he was stasring at Cowes re 
cently. Any development causing un- 
employment at once receives the syra 
pathetic attention of the king, who de 
cided to inspect the Britannia, no\i« 
laid up hi the Medina river in the Isle 
of Wight, la order to see what re 
pairs and renovations would be re- 
quired to render It seaworthy for the 
opening of tlie yachting season next 
year. As a result the Britannia will 
hoist her penaant again next year. 
This is a fact which will cause the 
greatest satisfaction in yachting cir- 
cles throughout the kingdom. It Is 
also now probable that when the au- 
tumn sales of bloodstock open at Don- 
caster, Newmarket and elsewhere, the 
king will order hew horses to be ob- 
tained with a view to bringing his 
racing stud into line with what it used 
to be ia the days of King Edward.

The holldlngs have 
a cheap gfadlaess about them which 
compares "ttr'tnany ways to that of an 
American street carnival. Still pre- 
served are the throne rooms and the 
apartments of the king, the senior 
qoaena. Mlndon Min, tha next to the 
last king of Burma, married 87 wives 
— seeking, evidently, to discover iriiat 
the "57 varieties" are like. 

From the palace grounds an Amer- 
ican taxi takes the visitor to the foot 
of Mandalay hill, <me of tha holy 
places of Burma Buddhism. Here 
those who are adherents of the Bud- 
dhist religion and are willing to re- 
move their footwear may obtain great 
merit by climbing the nearly dOO Itaps 
which lead to the sommit.
